By all means let us spread 
Bibles, Testaments, tracts, reli- 
gious papers and sermons wher- 
ever possible. 


(3) I publish this article because 
it shows the way God is blessing 
The Sword of the Lord to trans- 
form hearts and lives. Here was a 
boy with a burdened and burning 
heart, longing for peace which he 
did not know where to find. Some 
way the religious leaders in the 
communities where he lived seemed 
not clearly to understand the plan 
of salvation. Certainly they did 
not make it clear to him. The 
Sword of the Lord goes into a thou- 
sand such communities carrying its 
message of everlasting life through 
faith in Christ. Many tracts are 
good on the plan of salvation, but 
most religious papers do not hold 
forth the way of life very clearly.

sometimes report revivals. But 
most religious papers do not print 
gospel sermons.

In November, 1935, God, through 
His Holy Spirit and my conscience, 
told me that I was a sinner and 
undone; that I would go to hell 
when I died if something did not 
take place. I might say here that 
I had never read the Bible, did 
not know what the Bible was. My

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father and mother never read the 
Bible to us children — six of us. 
But I had heard mother say bad 
people go to hell and burn. My 
burden of sin almost got me down. 
I began seeking God insteaa 
taking Him as my personal Sav- 
iour through faith. You see I 
knew nothing about the Bible. I 
was 13 years old. I went to the 
Missionary Baptist Church at Mt. 
Hermon, one-half mile from where 
I lived, to a meeting. They were 
holding a revival at that time. I 
asked, “What must I do to be 
saved?” or to get this burden of 
sin to leave me. I was told to go 
to the mourners’ bench and pray 
for God to save me because God 
was angry at me for my sins and I 
would have to beg God to forgive 
me. There was not one word said 


about repentance and faith. I went 
to the mourners’ bench on Satur- 
day night and prayed three days 
and nights. Then the preacher 
came to me and said, “Richard, 
you have been there long enough. 
You have cried and prayed enough. 
You are saved. Now get up and 
praise God.” I did what I was told 
to do but the burden was. sstill 
there. The preacher then came to 
me and said, “Son, you are a 
Christian now, do you want to join 
this church and be baptized, or do 
you want to join the church your 
father and mother belong to (the 
church of Christ, falsely so-called) ? 
I said that I wanted to join the Bap- 
tist church. I had never been to the 
church of Christ and I knew noth- 
ing about it. He then told me that 
I had to tell my Christian experi- 
ence before the church. He asked 
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THE SWORD OF THE LORD 


me if I knew what to say. I told 
him no! This is what he told me 
to say, “Brothers and Sisters, as 
you ali know, God saved my soul 
over there the other night. I want 
to join the Baptist church and be 
baptized.”” The preacher took me 
to Meshack Creek and baptized 
me about the last of November, 
1935. There was ice in the creek. 
I was not saved. I knew the 
preacher had said when you are 
saved, “Behold, old things pass 
away and all things become new.” 
In six months I was burdened with 
sin so badly I could not stand it. 
I felt condemned. I knew I was 
not saved. I had a fear of the 
judgment. 


PART II 

Then we moved to Persimmon, 
Kentucky. There was not any Bap- 
tist church close there, so mother 
and daddy started to going to the 
church of Christ and I went with 
them. They said the Baptists were 
wrong. I believed it for I knew I 
had done what they said to do and 
still was unsaved. So I asked them 
the question, “What must I do to 
be saved?” They told me to join 
the church and be baptized and 
I would be saved, trying to prove 
it by Mark 16:16. I joined the 
church of Christ on Saturday night 
of the third week of August, 1936, 
and was baptized the next day. 
Then the elder of the church came 
to me and said, “Richard, you have 
been saved now and you are in the 
true church. You have got to work 
out your salvation with fear. If 
you don’t come to meeting every 
Lord’s Day and take the Lord's 
supper, give at least ten cents to 
the church — one’s worship is not 
done until he gives to the church, 
does good works to all mankind— 
you will fall from grace and go to 
hell after all.” 


I was so scared I could not say | 


or do anything; afraid I would fall 
from grace and be lost. I sure 
was working out my salvation with 
fear! 

The next Sunday I went to 
church, took the Lord’s Supper, 
and I done what they call good 
works, but I did not have my 10c 
to give to the church! I was afraid 
I would fall from grace and go 
to hell as the elder had said. About 
that time, November, they decided 
they wanted some one to sweep 
out the church house every Satur- 
day and build two fires on Sun- 
day. I wrote them a postal card, 
telling them I was willing to do 
it, so I could have my 10c on Sun- 
I was told I could get $1.00 
a month if I would take the job. 
I told them I would take it. Moth- 
er and dad was so glad when I 
joined the church of Christ; glad 
that their son had left the hated 


PART III 
In December, 1936, ‘Mrs. Ruth 
Bushony and her son, Ray, moved 
into our neighborhood about one 
mile from where we lived. She 
was 72 years of age, a good old 
Baptist woman. She was taking

RR. Rice, an independent religious 


weekly, standing for the verbal in- 
spiration of the Bible, the Deity of 
Christ, His Blood Atonement, Sa]l- 
vation by Faith, New Testament 
Soul Winning, and the Premillen- 
nial Return of Christ; opposes sin, 
modernism, and denominational 
overlordship — from Dallas, Tex- 
as. Let me say here, I was against 
the Baptists as much as I was the 
devil for the way they deceived me. 
This good woman sent some copies 
of the paper to our house one day 
by Reva and Anna, my sisters. 
When I would see one of them I 
would tear it up or burn it because 
it was Baptist. But God through 
His Holy Spirit one day had me 
to pick one up. I was going. to 
rip it to pieces when I saw this — 
“Wedding Invitation.” I said to 
myself, “This is not a sermon, so 
I will read it and seé who is going 
to get married and who is in- 
vited.” I began reading. I read 
about Christ inviting sinners to 
come to Him. Dr. Rice said if a 
person was lost it was his owa 
fault; that Christ had given Him- 
self for us; that no one had an ex- 
cuse to give, and that baptism, 
church membership and good work 
could not save, did not even help 
save! I said, “John Rice is a liar!” 
I was so angry that I did not know 
what to do. But one thing I was 
sure glad of — when Mr. Rice 
said anything he told where it was 
in the Bible. I said, “Oh, I know 
what I’ll do. I'll go get me a Bible

and see if he told the truth. I hate 
the Baptist people. Now I have a 
good chance to get something else 
on them beside what I already 
have. What John Rice has said is 
not true and I will prove it. Then 
I will tell the church over here.” 


Please let me say again that I did 
not know anything about the Bible; 
only what I heard the preacher 
say. But Mrs. Bushony cast her 
bread upon the water and after 
many days I received it. And 
God’s Word will not return unto 
Him void! I thought The Sword o 
the Lord was lies, but, thank God, 
The Sword of the Lord and of John 
R. Rice was the means of my 
salvation. The paper led me to the 
Bible! When I read the Bible I was 
surprised beyond telling that Dr. 
Rice was true. I knew then that 
the church of Christ was false. I 
wrote Dr. Rice a postal card telling 
him I had read the sermon and 
asked him, “What must I do to be 
saved?” When he answered he 
sent me his booklet on “What 
Must I Do to Be Saved?” and told 
me he would send me his paper 
free and if I wanted to I could 
subscribe later. Every week from 
then on his paper came to me. I 
would read his paper with an open 
Bible in front of me to check up 
on him. (I have been reading his 
paper for almost two years and I 
have never found anything in it 
that was not true). When I read 
the sermon, “The Wedding Invita- 
tion,” I began praying for God to 
save me. I confessed my sins to 
Christ but I would not trust Him 
or take Him as my personal Sav- 
iour. I soon found out that every 
thing the church of Christ taught 
was false. Only one thing true, 
and that immersion in water for 
baptism. 

One day I was sitting on the 
porch reading The Sword of the 
Lord when Mr. Page, one of the 
members of the church of Christ, 
came up, going on his way to help 
dig a grave for a woman that had 
died. He saw me reading and 
asked what I was reading. I gave 
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him the paper, he looked at it and 
laid it on the _ floor, 
“Richard, that is a Baptist paper, | 
don’t you know what is in there | 
is not true; not what we believe ?”’ | 
He told me to come to his house | 
and he would give me his weekly 
paper to read. He was reading the 
Gospel Advocate, a Campbellite pa- 
per published in Tennessee. Then 
he started on his way leaving me 
on the porch without saying a 
word. I was not going to let it go 
like that so I got up and followed 
him. I told him that what I had 
read in the paper was true and 
that the church of Christ was false. 
He told me he was going to tell 
the elder of the church and have 
him to turn me out. I told him I 
would save him the trouble. I was 
going to have him turn me out 
the next Sunday. When I got 
home I wrote the elder a letter 
telling him to turn me out of the 
church the next Sunday. I also 
sent him a copy of The Sword of 
the Lord. When Friday came I 
had to go to the post office. I had 
to go.by the elder’s house. He 
said he had got the letter and pa- 
per. He said he was sorry, but if 
that was my choice, all right. He 
cried and begged me not to do as 
I had-said I was going to do. I 
told him I had been reading the 
Bible and the paper. I told him 
that the paper told the truth and 
his church was false. I said, “I am 
going to believe the Bible and say 
you are a liar.””’ He asked me what 
my family and friends would think 
and say. I told him I did not care. 
When Sunday came I went to 
church. Meeting had begun when 
the elder got there. He came to me 
and said, “Do you still want me to 
turn you out, or are you going to 
stop reading that paper and stay 
with the true church?” I told him 
that I was not going to stop read- 
ing it as long as I could get it; 
that I still wanted him to turn me 
out. After they had read a chapter 
in the Bible and prayed, Mr. Josh- 
son said, “We are sorry, but Bro. 
Richard is reading some papers 
that are not fit to read. He ought 
to burn them or dig a hole and 
bury them (every one looked at 
me). Richard has joined the Bap- 
tist church once and left them. 
Then he came here and joined this 
church and you know what he has 
Sald about the Baptist. What do 
you all think of him. I don’t want 
to embarrass Richard, but it is the 
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How A Mountain Boy Found Christ 
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way he has been reared. This 
young man of sixteen years has 
joined the church twice and has 
been baptized twice, when the Bi- 
ble says one faith, one Lord, one 
baptism. Now he wants us to turn 
him out so he can join the Bap- 
tist again. This young man does 
not believe in Jesus Christ. We 
here now turn Bro. Hammer out 
of the church. We will not have 
anything to do with him but when 
we meet him we will shake hands 
with him and say, ‘Bro. Richard!’ 
and by that maybe he will get 
ashamed and come back to the 
church.” 


When meeting broke, I went to 
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Mr. Joshson and said, “I do believe 
in Christ and you get up there 
and tell them that you were mis- 
taken.” He told me he would the 
next Sunday but he never has. It 
was in May, 1937, when I was 
turned out of the church of Christ 
(falsely so-called). 


PART V 

When I had been reading The 
Sword of the Lord for about two 
months, Dr. John R. Rice, D.D., 
printed a sermon in his paper on 
“Sitting Down They Watched Him 
There.” In that sermon Dr. Rice 
discussed the attitude of various 
Christian people who sat down and 
watched Jesus die. 

1. The inner-circle Christians 
like the beloved John and Mary, 
the Mother of Jesus. 

2. Backslidden Peter afar off. 

3. Joseph, the secret disciple, and 
then among the sinners present 
there were 

1. The wicked Pharisees, un- 
saved, self-righteous church mem- 
bers. 

2. Pilate who kept his job but 
lost his soul. 

3. The brutal, gambling soldiers, 
typical of outbroken sinners, in- 
different to the gospel. 

4. The mob — those who did not 
decide for themselves but who in- 
fluenced by others, cried, “Crucify 
him! Crucify him!” ° 

5. The centurion convinced of 
Christ’s deity saying, “Truly this 
is the Son of God,” and yet not 
personally trusting Him. 

6. The dying thief, who said, 
“Lord, remember me,” before he 
died. 

At the close of this sermon a 
decision slip was printed and this 
is what it said:

Dear Bro. Rice: 

I know that I am a sinner but I 
believe that Jesus died to save sin- 
ners like me. Here and now I turn 
my heart to Jesus, trusting Him 
to forgive all my sins and save 
my soul. I will confess Him as my 
Saviour before men and try to live 
for Him day by day. I mail you 
this to let you know. 

(Signed — Address) 

I signed my name and address 
to the statement above and wrote 
Dr. Rice the following letter: 


June 8, 1937 

Tompkinsville, Ky. 

Route 3, Box 61 
Dear Bro. Rice: 


I have been praying for God 
to forgive me of my sins for two 
months. Today I read your ser- 
mon, “And Sitting Down They 
Watched Him There.” After I read 
it I was broken to pieces. I said, 
“Lord, I am a sinner. Lord, re- 
member me. Amen!” And He for- 
gave me. I was never so happy 
in all my life. I am sixteen years 
old. He forgave me at 1:15 p.m. 
June 8, 1937. 

(Signed) Richard Hammer. 


I had been praying for two 
months, but I did not trust Christ 
to forgive me. When I took Him 
as my personal Saviour and trust- 
ed Him to forgive me, the burden 
just rolled off me on to Christ and 
I was so happy! I did not tell 
mother and dad first, but went 
and told Mrs. Ruth Bushony. She 
was so happy she said, “Richard, 
the Lord will surely save you when 
you go to Him in a humble way 
and trust in His blood, won’t He? 
I just feel like God is going to use 
you for His glory, Richard.” 


PART VI 

When I belonged to the church 
of Christ I never missed going to 
church one Sunday. When they 
turned me out as you know, the 
$1.00 a month stopped. It was not 
long till I had to have some clothes. 
I asked mother and dad to get 
them for me, and this is what 
they said: ‘You did belong to the 
church and was getting a dollar. 
You could have got what clothes 
you had to have on that. Then if 
you could not, we would have 
helped you. But you had them to 
turn you out. Now you can get 
you a job and get your own 
clothes.” 


I tried to get work but the farm- 
ers did not want a boy working 
for them that did not believe in 
Christ when they could get some 
one else. I told them they were 
mistaken, that I did believe in 
Chriat, but they would say, “Rich- 
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ard, we all know about Mr. Josh- 
son when he turned you out of 
the church said you did not believe 
in Christ and you just sit there and 
took it. Now that you want a job 
you are willing to say, ‘I believe 
in Christ.’ ”’ 

But Christ used it for good. He 
taught me to trust Him for my 
needs. I always got by some way. 
Sometimes the way would look 
black, then I would turn to Christ 
and He would help me or work 
out a plan for me. Everyone turned 
against me but Mrs. Bushony and 
her son, Ray. 


PART VII 

Just after I was saved I wanted 
to know the Bible so I wrote Dr. 
John Rice asking if he would let 
me order some books and pay for 
them as I could. He said yes, and 
sent the books. I got them paid 
for in about five months. Dr. Rice 
was talking about starting a Bible 
Institute and when I sent the last 
I owed on the books I sent him 25c 
to go on the Bible Institute. I was 
the first one to send any money 
for that purpose and he sent me 
the Bible lessons on Matthew. I 
got a lesson every week for 28 
weeks. Some one sent me the 
“Christian Beacon,” a weekly eight 
page paper printed by Rev. Carl 
McIntire. After reading a sermon 
in it I was called to preach the 
gospel. Every time I would read 
the Bible or a sermon, see people 
getting drunk, fussing, and fight- 
ing I felt more like IT was called 
to preach. I felt like God was 
holding me responsible for the sin- 
ner dying and going to hell, and 
my conscience hurt me. I just feel 
like when a sinner stands before 
God condemned he will say, “Rich- 
ard, if you had warned me, told me 
what I must do to be saved, I 
would not have been here'‘like this. 
I do not blame God, for He fixed 
a way for me to escape by giving 
His Son. But you did not warn 
me.” So I feel responsible for sin- 
ners. I feel like God will require 
their blood at my hand if I do not 
warn them. 


PART VIII 

Back in the spring of 1938 I sent 
a poem to the Glasgow Republican 
for them to publish. In about a 
week I got a letter from Dr. Ish 
Richey, D.D., saying he liked the 
poem, telling me he was a Bap- 
tist, preacher and had been preach- 
ing and teaching school for 10 
years, asking me if I was a Chris- 
I wrote Dr. Richey a letter 
telling him I was a Christian, that 
I wanted to join a Baptist church 
and be baptized. He told me that 
in the fall of 1938 I could come and 
stay with him a week and go to 
meeting and join the church. Then 
he would baptize me. Then he told 
me to meet him at Tompkinsville, 
Kentucky, June 17, 1938. I saw 
him there for the first time. We 
talked about two hours. When I 
got ready to go home’he gave me 
some books and tracts. 


PART IX 

Dr. Ish Richey wrote me a let- 
ter telling me to meet him ‘at Glas- 
gow on Saturday, September 24, 
1938, at George J. Ellis’ Drug 
Store. I got there just about the 
time that Dr. Richey did. He was 
teaching school at Austin, Ken- 
tucky, at that time, so I went with 
him there. We got there about 4 
o’clock in the afternoon. I was 59 
miles from home. The next day, 
on Sunday, I went to church at 
Concord Baptist Church. I joined 
the church there that day and con- 
fessed Christ openly and Dr. 
Richey baptized me the next Sun- 
day in Peter’s Creek on October 
2, 1938. I was so happy. 
been praying that I could join a 
Baptist church and be baptized for 
one year and almost four months. 
I felt the presence of God better. 
It drew me closer to Him. 

The people down there wanted 
me to stay down there and go to 
school to Brother Richey. I told 
them I would if mother and dad 
did not care. They then wrote 
mother asking if I could stay. She 
wrote back, “Yes.” I stayed down 
there until in December, 1938, then 
I came home to take the county 
exam. I passed it on January 
20, 1939. I preached my first ser- 
mon while I was down there at 
Concord Baptist Church, Novem- 
ber 27, 1938, on “What Must I Do 
to Be Saved?” (Acts 16:31).

One radio listener sent Mrs. Rice 
a hand-made doily prepared from 
Irish linen 135 years old. A dear 
friend from Salem church put up 
a wonderful basket of lunch with 
friend chicken and with a number 
of Norwegian dainties that lasted 
us until we arrived home. 


The radio mail in Chicago was 
evidently more than was expected. 
I offered to give free to listeners 
who would write, copies of my 
booklets on What Must I Do to Be 
Saved, Can A Saved Person Ever 
Be Lost? and Hell, What the Bible 
Says About It.
